Sub-Division B Rules, Regulations and | 
Leaders 


















T THE request of one of our readers we are here 
A presenting a summary of the regulations as defined 

for Sub-Division B or the so-called Dairyman’s Divi- 
sion of the ten months’ and yearly test. The requirements 
for entry in Sub-Division B are the same as for the regular 
or breeders’ division in semi-official test both as to the 
amount of butterfat required and the general regulations 
and conditions except that after the first forty-five days, 
the cow or heifer may be milked not to exceed twice per 
day. Here are the production requirements in general as 
given in the Hand Book of the Advanced Registry depart- 


ment. 


Ibs. fat in the yearly test, both at the age of five 
years, after which no further increase in either case 
shall be required. 

Concerning the special regulations and rulings of the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry relating to the ten 
months’ test, we quote again from the Hand Book: 

The ten months’ test and the yearly test constitute 
two entirely separate divisions, the first having both a 
production requirement and a calving requirement, and 
the second a production requirement only. The calving 
requirement for the ten-months’ division is that in addi- 





For all purposes of advanced regis- 
try classification of animals making semi- 
official tests, the age shall be computed 
as that at the time of last calving or 
aborting, the same as the other divisions; 
and the requirements in production en- 
titling such records to entry in the Ad- 
vanced Register shall be as follows: For 
ten months’ test, a cow calving on or be- 
fore the day she is two years of age shall 
produce, during that period of lactation 
and within a period of not exceeding 305 
consecutive days, not less than 220.5 lbs. 
of butterfat, with the additional require- 
ment of a living calf within a period of

pia to the owner. But if an owner continues the 
monthly official tests and monthly period milk reports 
peyond the close of the 305-day period, with no men- 
tion to the Advanced Registry office as to the desired 
length of the test, it is assumed that such owner de- 
sires to make a yearly test. The continuance of the 
monthly official tests and of the monthly reports auto- 
matically places the cow in the yearly division. When 
the owner desires that but 305 days’ production shall 
be credited for any cow, in making the last monthly 
milk report for that cow he should indicate by a nota- 
tion on the report that the test is to close at 305 days. 

In the award of prize money for ten-months tests the 

ten-months division is divided into two sub-divisions, 
each to receive prize awards independently of the 
other. These sub-divisions are lettered as A and B; 
sub-division A being known as the Breeders’ sub-divi- 
sion, and sub-division B as the Dairyman’s sub-division. 
The requirements both as to interval between calves 
and as to butterfat production are exactly the same 
for each sub-division. The only difference between 
the two sub-divisions is as to the number of milkings 
on and after the 46th day of the test. Up to and in- 
elusive of the 45th day there is no difference between 
the two sub-divisions; but any cow milked more than 
twice per day on the 46th day of the test or at any Lime 
thereafter falls in the breeder’s sub-division. The 
count begins on the first day of the entry of the milk; 
and the entries of the milk shduld begin the fourth day 
after freshening. 

It was at first the intention of establishing sub-division 
B for twice a day or milking to have it apply only to the 
ten-months division but in order to meet the question of 
taking care of the records of cows in sub-division B which 
might fail to meet the calving. requirements for ten-months 
test, it has been extended to the yearly division and it 
appears from the Superintendent’s report thus far this year 
that as many are being entered in sub-division B in the 
yearly division as in the ten-months. Breeders who are 
contemplating their first efforts at official or semi-official 
records should communicate with Malcolm H. Gardner, 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry, Delavan, Wisconsin, 
who will send a copy of the Hand Book of rules and regula- 
tions and also application for permission to test which must 
be filled out before the record will be accepted. 

Subdivision B or the Dairyman’s division was author- 
ized at the St. Paul Annual Meeting in 1920, so that we are 
now on our second year with this sub-division. The degree 
of interest which breeders have taken in this twice a day 
milking class is surprisingly smal]. It was expected from 
the tone of correspondence on the subject from many 
breeders that there would be a rush of entries in the dairy- 
man’s class that might tax the capacity of the Advanced 
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Registry office. On the contrary during the first year such 
a small number of tests were completed in this sub-divi- 
sion that no prize money was awarded and the two years’ 
work will make a very unsatisfactory total. There appears 
to be no sustained interest in it, a recent communication 
from Superintendent Gardner advising that while there 
were 338 cows on test in sub-division B last summer, the 
number had dwindled to 215 in November and of the 94 
tests close so far this year, 44 are in the ten-months divi- 
sion with the remaining 50 in the yearly division.

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Forage Crops for Roughage

Editor’s Note: The following article by Prof. Savage con- 
stitutes one chapter in the book on ‘‘Feeding Dairy Cattle,” the 
third edition of which is now being distributed by the Holstein- 
Friesian World) This material all appeared originally in the 
World but we are reprinting this and other portions of the book 
as there are undoubtedly many of the present readers of the 
World who were not subscribers when the articles first appeared 
several years ago. This article is of especial timeliness right 
now when we are making our plans for the spring planting. 

HERE is one great forage crop in the United States 

which is head and shoulders above all others except 

perhaps alfalfa. That crop is corn. Corn is king of 
the cereal grains and for all dairy farmers is king of the 
roughages. No dairy farmer can afford to continue without 
a silo. This statement cannot be made too strong. There- 
fore the main part of this article shall be a plea for silage 
on every dairy farm. 


Barly each spring every farmer should plan a crop of 
corn for next winter’s feeding, and if he does not have one, 
plan to buy and build the silo in the late summer. Estimat- 
ing thirty pounds per head per day for 180 days’ feeding, a 
silo which will hold 100 tons will furnish silage enough for 
liberal feeding for a herd of 35 mature cows or the equiva- 
tent. A silo 16 feet in diameter and 30 feet deep will hold 
upwards of 100 tons with some allowance for settling from 
the top after filling. 

The yield per acre of good varieties of corn for silage on 
good land will average eight to ten tons per acre. There- 
fore plan for ten acres of corn if you have 35 cows, build 
a good silo and be on a firm foundation for feeding in the 
winter. 

Silage is the cheapest forage that can be grown. To 
prove this a comparison is made with hay. Silage is worth 
for feeding, one-third the value of good clover hay. This is 
a safe and simple way of calculating the value of silage and 
may be shown to be true in several ways. 

1. There are 354 pounds of total digestible nutrients in 
one ton of corn silage; in one ton of red clover hay, 1,018 
pounds of total digestible nutrients. Therefore, on this 
basis three tons of silage are more than equal to one ton of 
hay. If hay is worth $12 per ton, silage is worth $4 per ton. 

2. Look at the cost of production of silage. Can it be 
produced for $4 per ton? 

The best estimate to which the author has access is the 
following table taken from “Feeds and Feeding” by Henry 
& Morrison. This shows the cost well below $4 per ton:

Computed in another way, one ton of silage in the corn 
belt will contain 5 bushels of corn at $.50, equals $2.50, plus 
$1 per ton of putting the corn into the silo, equals $3.50 per 
ton. This again checks below one-third the value of hay. 
Other methods may be used in checking up and in every 
case it will be found that silage is the cheapest roughage 
produced, considering its vaiue from the point of succu- 
lence, which means health and milk with dairy cows, and 
food value. 

A second great point in favor of silage is the cost and 
ease of storage. This is shown easily by a comparison with 
the storage of hay. A 100 ton silo 16 x 30 feet will have in 
it 6,040 cubic feet. To store the equivalent of 30 tons of 
hay will require 15,000 cubic feet of barn room at least as 
costly in construction. 

This brings up the question of first cost for those who 
must build new silos. A careful study of the comparative 
costs of the different types of silos based on the 100 ton 
size vields the following data:

This shows in no uncertain way why the acreage of 
alfalfa has doubled during the last ten years and put this 
crop ahead of any other dry roughage. Alfalfa hay forms 
the best supplement to corn silage. The man who has 
both alfalfa and corn silage has gone a long way in solving 
his feeding problems. Therefore after planning for silage 
all dairy farmers should turn their attention to the produc. 
tion of alfalfa. We need not go into detail. <A glance 
which shows the comparative production of total digestible 
nutrients per acre and the comparative production of 
digestible protein is all that is needed. Then couple this 
evidence with the fact that the alfalfa crop is perennial 
through at least five years when a good stand is secured 
Therefore the foundation is silage and alfalfa. 

A very significant statement was once made to the 
writer by a New York farmer who had had much ex 
perience with alfalfa in the alfalfa belt. He said: “If you 
will do as much for the clover plant as you are willing to 
do for the alfalfa plant in the way of preparation of the 
seed bed, lime, etc., the clover plant will do as much for 
you.” There is a chance for much reflection on this. We 
do a great deal for alfalfa. Perhaps if we were more care- 
ful of our clover and did a little more for it, it would 
greatly repay us. This gentleman practices a short rota- 
tion of clover, potatoes, corn, oats and clover again. When 
asked if he did not want a hay crop which would stay down 
more than one year, he said he wanted the clover sod for 
his potatoes. On some fields he seeded timothy with the 
clover and used the timothy for a cash crop. Timothy and 
mixed grasses are a very poor substitute for clover or 
alfalfa hay for feeding dairy cattle. 

Soy beans, cowpea hay and hay from oats and peas are 
all crops that may be utilized for a leguminous roughage 
for next winter. 

Every breeder of Holstein-Friesian cattle should enter 
his animals for advanced registry. A valuable roughage 
to have on hand for this purpose to supplement silage and 
hay is roots. The best feeders advise the growing of the 
“Detroit; Red” table beet for this purpose. Mangels will 
yield more per acre. “Norbiton Giant” is a large red 
variety of mangels for fall and early winter feeding, and 
“Golden Tankard” is a yellow variety which keeps better 
for late winter and spring feeding. Potatoes may be used, 
but ordinarily are not worth more than 15 cents a bushel 
compared with other crops. 

Some interest is being shown in sweet clover and per 
haps under special conditions this crop might be used. — 

Finally it may be said that the author wishes this 
thought to stick, that roughage for dairy cattle for the 
greatest and most economical production must come from 
a very few common crops, and every farmer must bend 
his energies to perfect his knowledge of the production 0 
these rather than seek new crops. These crops are: 1 
Corn for silage. 2. Alfalfa hay, or, failing this, clover hay. 
3. Roots for special high production of milk. 

Nothing has been said on varieties except for roots oF on 
cultural methods. It is hard to make general statements on 
these points in a short article. The author prefers to leave 
these points to individual inquiry when the local conditions 
pertinent to each farm may be stated.

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Take This Idea Home with You 


NEWS Dispatch from Barron, Wisconsin, carries the 
following interesting information: 

Merchants of Barron, Wisconsin, have agreed to 
not sell butter substitutes for a year because of the 
requests by farmers near there. The farmers have 
asked that the people of Barron eat creamery and 
dairy butter made in the county and thus aid the farm- 
ers and also home industry. The merchants have 
asked farmers to refrain from buying butter substi- 
tutes after they have sold their own butter. 

This action by the merchants of this little Wisconsin 
town is entirely commendable and worthy of adoption 
in every dairy community. The merchants in such towns 
should realize that their prosperity and in fact, their very 
business life depends upon the prosperity of the dairymen. 
Dairying in such towns represents the biggest industry 
both in point of dollars invested and the amount of em- 
ployment furnshed. In thousands of cases, almost the 
entire business of towns and villages is devoted to serv- 
ing the needs of the dairy farmer, profitably, of course. 
Merchants in such localities nearly always overlook the 
fact that the prosperity of the dairy industry is reflected 
directly in their own prosperity, and that it 1s accora- 
ingly to their own interests to help promote the success 
of the dairy business and make it more remunerative. 
They are too often inclined to look only at the imme- 
diate profit and it is easy to see where they can make 
more money per pound by selling oleomargarine than 
they can by selling butter. They justify carrying the 
stuff in stock because they claim their customers de- 
mand it. In most instances, however, this is merely an 
excuse and you will find the oleo display about the most 
prominent thing in the store. The manufacturers un- 
doubtedly foster this idea by sending along attractive 
display cards and suggestions for setting forth the mer- 
its of their product most effectively. The greater profit 
per pound, however, usually furnishes the answer and 
more than once we have gone into grocery stores and 
asked for butter, to be met with a request to specify 
whether we wanted dairy, creamery, or nut butter with a 
suggestion that “the nut butter is very nice.” It indi- 
cates a broad appreciation of their duties and responsi- 
bilities to the community when merchants take voluntary 
acton as they have in Barron, Wisconsin. Unfortunately 
there are some pin-heads engaged in the provision busi- 
ness, as in other lines and they might not get the force of 
a simple statement of the facts, making it plain that every 
pound of oleo sold means one pound less of butter pro- 
duced. Further than that the packers contribute little 
or nothing to the community through the taxes they pay 
in it, the same argument that the merchant uses to you 
when he kicks about the farmers’ money going out of 
town to the mail order houses.

Also, the former 
record holder in this class, Creamelle Topsy Ormsby 
Tobe, made her record under similar circumstances, be 
ing tested by the owner who had only a small herd and 
little means, although she hung up a record that has 
stood since 1915. The significant part of all these ex. 
amples is that A. R. O. testing furnished the opportunity 
for these small breeders to demonstrate that they had 
animals good enough to lead the world as producers and 
the demonstration of that fact has been profitable to 
them. The fact of the matter is that whether you are 
a little breeder or a big breeder, if you are going to get 
anywhere in the Holstein-Friesian industry, you must have 
and use just the characteristics that have been mentioned 
in connection with Mr. Graham’s recent achigvemett. 
You must use gray matter in selection of your animals 
and in the care you give them. You must untiringly 
devote your energy to the task at hand, you must have 
faith that will conquer all discouragements and lead you 
on to the final success. Of these things all the money 
in the world cannot buy a monopoly. 


National Dairy Show Again to Twin Cities 


EVERAL weeks ago our news columns carried the 

announcement that the Board of Directors of the 

National Dairy Association had decided upon the 
Minnesota State Fair Grounds for the 1922 Dairy Shov. 
We believe their decision was a wise one. Although last 
year’s show fell short of the previous record at Chicago 
in the matter of total attendance the degree of farm in- 
terest was far higher than ever before. There was a much 
greater proportion of interested farmers and dairymel 
in attendance than at any previous exhibition in the 
series. The trouble last year was that the people of St 
Paul and Minneapolis failed to apprediate the Daily 
Show, also they had their own great state fair and horse 
show only a month previous and hence the attendance 
at the evening horse show, a big attendance producer 
at Chicago, was exceedingly light. It was felt, howevel, 
that there was great opportunity here in the Northwest 
to drive home again the truth regarding the dairy prop 
osition and to sort of clinch the work that was start 
at the 1921 show. Also, it appears that the people of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis were finally aroused to the 
importance of the National Dairy Show and the desir 
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Nominating Delegates 


LANK petitions for the nomination of delegates to 
B the Kansas City Convention were mailed out early 

in February to all members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. As several members have in- 
quired of us as to what they are supposed to do with these 
plank petitions, a word of explanation again might not 
be out of place. Under the plan of delegate representa- 
tion adopted at the special meeting at St. Paul last Oc- 
tober, which will be used for the first time in our Associa- 
tion at the next meeting, each state is made a special 
election district and is entitled to delegates for the Na- 
tional Convention on the basis of one delegate and one 
additional delegate for every two hundred members of the 
National Association or majority fraction thereof. Any ten 
members may join in a _ petition to nominate dele- 
gates, there being, as we understand it, no limit 
to the number of nominations that may be sub- 
mitted. According to the by-laws, these nom- 
inations must ‘be in the hands of the Secretary at least 
40 days before the day of the annual convention, which 
this year would come on March 9. All nominations re- 
ceived from each district are listed on a special ballot 
and submitted to all the members in each district for a 
direct mail vote. The purpose, therefore of the petition 
which has just been mailed to the members, is to provide 
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a convenient means for their bringing about the nom- 
ination of men to serve as delegates for the next meet- 
ing. Unless you have some one in mind whom you be- 
lieve would be especially well fitted for the responsi- 
bilities of a delegate, it is not necessary for you to do 
anything with the blank. It is important, however, in 
each state that a sufficient number of men be nominated 
to give each district its total quota of representation 
and it is hoped that individual members will take an 
active interest in seeing to it that the strongest men in 
each state are submitted to the membership for their vote.

WISCONSIN’S SEMI-CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 


In celebrating 50 years of dairy progress, Wisconsin 
dairymen presented a program at Madison last week, filled 
with discussions of prime importance to the dairymen of 
that state. The sessions were largely attended. 

This program, began on Monday morning and extended 
throughout the week, and the feature of the celebration 
was the dedication on Friday afternoon of the memorial 
to former Governor William Dempster Hoard. On Satur- 
day the convention made a pilgrimage to Watertown, 
where a tablet to commemorate the birthplace of the Wis- 
consin Dairymen’s Association was dedicated. 

Among the addresses of chief interest was one by 
Dean H. L. Russell, whose subject, “Another Fifty Years 
of Dairy Progress,” took up Wisconsin’s leadership and 
discussed the future of the industry in that state. 

On Tuesday morning, John M. Kelly, a director in the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, talked upon the 
value of advertising in dairy development. Mr. Kelly’s 
talk was along the lines similar to those upon which he 
has developed this topic before various conventions and 
meetings of the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

A very interesting paper was read on Tuesday after- 
noon by Dr. Alonzo Taylor of Leland Stanford University 
of California, whose subject, “The Tropical Menace to 
American Agriculture,” took up the influence that im- 
ported oils have, not only upon the dairy industry, but 
upon American agriculture in general. The subject was 
of great interest to dairymen. 

Other addresses of particular interest to the dairy tn- 
dustry included one upon “What We Now Know About 
Abortion,” by Dr. F. B. Hadley and a discussion of “The 
Development of Dairy Cattle Markets” by George C. Hum- 
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phrey, who took up the subject along the line of what 
has been accomplished and K. L. Hatch who discussed 
the future of this phase of the industry. 

Ex-Governor Frank O. Lowden, president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, addressed the dairy- 
men on Thursday evening upon “The Future of Breed 
Associations.” A summary of his address appeared in 
last week’s issue. 

Friday was given over quite largely to the dedication 
of the Hoard Memorial, at which exercises Hon. D. D. 
Aitken, former president of the Holstein-Friesian Associ- 
ation, was one of the principal speakers. Mr. Aitken’s 
tribute to Governor Hoard appears elsewhere in this issue.

A young man who has made quite a 
success with Holsteins in three years

steins about three years ago from his 
father-in-law, giving $500 for two 
head.

Where the transfer is complete within one state such 
full percentage be paid to such state association. 

Where the transfer be from the resident of one state 
to a resident of another state, one half of such percentage 
be paid to each state association.

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not only had the knowledge and the 
ability to express it, but he had the 
faith and the unfaltering courage to 
persist to the end. He believed in agri- 
culture and while his specialty was 
dairy husbandry, his mind covered the 
whole problem of agriculture. While 
he was interested in legislation, be- 
lieved that great consideration should 
be given by government and state, 
to the tillers of the soil, he still real- 
ized that in the final analysis every 
man, whether of the farm or else- 
where, must be the architect of his 
own fortune, and his persistent effort 
was directed to aid the farmers in- 
dividually as well as collectively, to 
efficiently work out these problems 
of the soil and animal industry. 


He was the first to appreciate the 
necessity of a market. He seemed to 
grasp the problem of agriculture as 
a whole, the same as would a great 
manufacturer who understands that 
the manufacturing is the primary and 
important function of his industry, 
but realizes that without suitable mar- 
ket, his business will be a _ failure. 
When Mr. Hoard took up the prob- 
lem of shipments of dairy products 
with the great railroads of the East, 
it was a novelty to them, and he was 
the first man that ever brought to the 
attention of the railroad management. 
the great possibilities of the dairy in- 
dustry and persuaded them to make 
special arrangements for the shipment 
of dairy products, in order that the 
market might be extended for prod- 
ucts of dairy husbandry in the Mis- 
sissippi valley 

Mr. Hoard knew the tiller of the 
soil, the man who milked the cow, 
better than any other man of his time. 
He knew how to appeal to him; he 
knew how to make him understand. 
He had his confidence and with his 
untiring devotion to the cause, he 
was able to help erect tens of thou- 
sands of successful careers on the 
farms of this country. Through his 
newspaper he told thousands every 
week, in a simple and understandable 
way, how little things could be done 
that would inure to their benefit. How 
the home life could be made more liv- 
able and the waste eliminated, and 
in many ways this most remarkable 
man, moved all the time by the de- 
sire to render service, accomplished 
for agriculture and dairy husbandry, 
what perhaps no man will ever be 
able to equal. 

History redounds in plaudits and 
honor conferred upon the _ soldiers, 
statesmen, inventors, painters, writers 
and others of great accomplishments, 
still it has never seemed to the gen- 
eral public that the greatest of all 
industry, that upon which man de- 
pends for food and raiment, could ever 
be considered of sufficient import to 
entitle its leader to adorn the halls 
of fame. There has never been any 
incentive to acquire greatness in the 
tilling of the soil. There has never 
been any feeling that any honor was 
to be gained by improving the condi- 
tion of those engaged in animal hus- 
bandry, until the thought found birth 
in this great University of Wisconsin. 

Gov. Hoard was the living example 
of greatness attained through a mas- 
ter’s work in agriculture, in improv- 
ing conditions, increasing production, 
advancing education and improving 
home life on the farm, and it was in 
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tended to do honor to Gov. Hoard and 
acknowledge his wonderful achieve- 
ments by a testimonial during his 
lifetime, that initiated this movement, 
that the boys and girls might see that 
the work of a great agriculturist was 
appreciated The sad thing today is, 
that it was not completed in time that 
he might know that his life work had 
been recognized. 

Gov. Hoard had an eye singly to 
the service he could render when he 
insisted that the English language 
should be taught in all schools. it was 
because he knew that it was better 
for the children of foreign born par- 
ents to learn the language of the coun- 
try of their adoption. He knew that 
without the English language these 
children would always be laboring un- 
der a handicap, and that it was the 
duty of the state to them and to their 
misguided parents, as well, that the 
rule should be applied. He realized 
that compulsory education was only 
sustainable on the theory of the bet- 
terment of the state and those to be 
educated, and he had the courage, un- 
popular though it was in some local- 
ities, to insist upon the enforcement 
of the teaching of the English lan- 
guage to all children of the state. 
And I would assume now, that there 
is not a child that was ever affected 
by that law, but is glad indeed to do 
reverence to the memory of the man 
who insisted upon that which was ab- 
solutely essential to the future wel. 
fare of the individual as well as the 
state. Few men would have had the 
intrepidity; few men have the same 
view point of duty, and very few men 
would be willing to suffer the execra- 
tions of those of his own party whom 
he knew had almost a religious rev- 
erence for the language of their fa- 
therland. 

Gov. Hoard taught farmers and 
dairymen to have pride in their busi- 
ness and to realize that their’s was a 
real business; that agriculture’ de- 
manded more of its workers than did 
any other industry. He succeeded in 
inculeating in the general public a 
greater appreciation and respect for 
agriculture and animal husbandry. He 
did much to arouse pride and ambition 
in farmers and dairymen and had 
more to do with making Wisconsin the 
greatest dairy state in the Union, than 
any other cause, and it is fitting that 
this memorial should be placed with 
this great seat of learning, where his 
example and precept will Inspire the 
boys and girls that go from here to 
take up a life work on the farm. I! 
could not at this time refrain from 
congratulating the state of Wisconsin 
on the reputation and attainment of 
its great University, and the fact that 
it instituted this idea of honoring a 
genius in agricultural advancement 
shall not be the least of the great for- 
ward movements it has been instru- 
mental in originating.

Holsteins at Yankton State Hospital 
By S. E. JONES 








E wish to “tell the world” a 
W few things about the herd of 

Holsteins that are being de- 
veloped at the Yankton State Hospi- 
tal at Yankton, South Dakota. This 
herd is practically unknown as it has 
never been advertised in any of the 
dairy papers. This has seemed un- 
necessary as the cows were purchased 
with a view of only producing the 
milk necessary to supply the institu- 
tion. As the herd increased, the best 
of the bull calves were sold to the 
farmers of the state at a moderate 
price while the balance were killed 
for veal which helped to give variety 
in the meat line to the inmates and 
employees. 

The foundation cows were purchased 
of W. B. Barney of Hampton, Iowa. 
These cows gave a very good account 
of themselves at the pail. Several of 
them were excellent producers, and 
had they been given a chance to show 
their ability, they would have been, 
without a doubt, well placed on the 
records of the association. The herd 
sires were Shadybrook Gerben Ameri- 
ca Lad, 38226, and Sir Cornucopia 
Prince, 48663. The daughters of these 
bulls were never tested with the ex- 
ception of a very few. However, the 


State College, former owners of Sir 
Cornucopia Prince 48663, have sev- 


eral daughters of his that have very 
creditable records in both the 7-day 
and long-time division. These bulls 
were succeeded by Woodcroft Pontiac 
Sir Gerben, 98871. This bull was pur- 
chased of Dr. Hubert Work of Colo- 
rado, who is well known in Holstein 
circles. The most of the cows that 
are in milk at the present time ars 
daughters and granddaughters ot 
Woodcroft Pontiac Sir Gerben. It is 
with sadness that we state that the 
merits of this animal were unknown 
until too late. But, such has been the 
fate of many equally as worthy. 


While there was a careful and ac- 
curate account kept of the milk pro- 
duction of each cow, the past man- 
agement did not believe in A. R. O. 
work. It is a well known fact that 
the best results cannot be obtained 
from any herd until this work is taken 
up. In recognition of this fact, when 
the present management took charge 
in 1918, preparations were begun to put 
a number of cows on test. In ridding 
the herd of boarders convicted by the 
Babcock test, by careful feeding, giv- 
ing thought to the individual, and 
line breeding, the herd has_ been 
brought up to the present standard. 
It now consists of 113 head of pure- 
bred Holsteins, 59 of which are of 


milking age at the present writing. 
Forty-five of th@se have A. R. 0, 
records, some of which are very cre¢- 
itable. In March 1921, there were four 
cows started on semi-official or long- 
time test. Since then this number 
has increased until at present there 
are 26 and the prospects are bright 
for some very creditable records in 
this division. 

During the year of 1920, 89 cows 
produced 638,575.3 Ibs. milk. ‘The past 
year, 75 cows produced 698,841.6 Ibs. 
of milk. This shows an increase of 
60,266.3 lbs. over the production of 
1920. However, it is well to note that 
these cows were in all stages of their

California Dairy Cow Competition 


The December report of the Califor- 
nia Dairy Cow Competition shows that 
225 cows in milk during the full month 
produced an average of 547 lbs. milk 
containing 30.08 lbs. butterfat. The 
highest producing cow for the month 
was the purebred Holstein, Lady 
Lilith Walker De Kol, owned by Anita 
M. Baldwin of Santa Anita, California, 
her production being 74.73 lbs. butter- 
fat from 2099 lbs. milk at 195 days 
from freshening.

SUMMARY FOR DECEMBER 499; 


The summary of tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work under the Accredited 
Herd plan for December, 1921, shows 
that 169,703 head, 12,563 herds wer, 
tested during the month. of thes 
5,116 head or approximately three per 
cent reacted to the test. The totg! 
of fully Accredited herds has now 
grown to 11,587 containing 268,411 
head. 96,644 additional herds hay, 
passed one clean test and they con- 
tain a total of 1,051,278 head of cat 
tle. There are now under supervision 
of the Bureau of Animal Industr 
33,481 herds containing 1,871,564 
head. The waiting list at the begin 
ning of the new year is 27,180 herd 
containing 338,139 head. Wisconsin 
still maintains a substantial lead in 
the number of fully Accredited herds 
having 1435 herds containing 33,377 
head, Minnesota stands second with 
1,268 herds containing 30,268 head 
The State of Montana has the largest 
number of cattle under supervision 
with 173,615 head, New York coming 
second with 131,452 and a waiting list 
of 35,000 head. The State of Missouri 
tested the largest number during the 
month with 21,246 head and a reac 
tion of less than one per cent. The 
State of Missouri has over 10,200 herds 


under supervision being exceeded 
only by the states of Michigan and 
Montana, the latter having over 12.

More A. R. O. Testimony 


Marion Clover Blossom 3d, a $75.00 Calf, Becomes New England Champion 

















































greatest proven producer, furnishes a striking ex- 
ample of what the A. R. O. test will do for an un- 
known heifer. She was bred at the U. S. Soldiers’ Home 
at Togus, Me. It is a practice at the Soldiers’ Home to 
offer all their surplus female heifer calves at sealed bid 
and those calves which the hospital does not care to re- 
tain are shipped at 7 days of age for the amount bid. 
The bidder makes a bid for all the surplus calves dropped 
for six months. At the time that Marion Clover Blossom 3d 
was dropped, the Summit Lumber Company of Davidson, 
Me., had the bid for the surplus calves, their bid being 
$75.00 per head.

test at her first freshening at the age of two years, one 
month. She proceeded at once to demonstrate the stuff 
she had in her by breaking the state record for junior 
two-year-olds with 22.26 lbs. of butter in 7 days and 93.02 
Ibs. in 30 days—a splendid 30-day record in comparison 
with her 7-day production. She milked over 2000 lbs. the 
month of her test. 


She came back again as a junior three-year-old and 
again broke the state record in her class for both butter 
and milk, 7 and 30 days, her figures bemg 33.43 lbs. of 
butter from 620.4 lbs. of milk in 7 days and 137.97 Ibs. 
of butter from 2498.6 lbs. of milk in 30 days. This was 
not only the best record in the state of. Maine, but the 





best junior three-year-old record in all New England. She 
averaged 4.31 per cent fat for her best weex and 4.42 
per cent for her month. 


At her next freshening, which came within a year, at 
the age of four years, three months, she proved to be a 
consistently high tester and also raised her milk record, 
as well as her figures for butter. Her record as a junior 
four-year-old was 37.32 lbs. butter from 641.2 lbs. milk in 
7 days and 151.96 lbs. butter from 2623.1 Ibs. milk in 
30 days. She averaged for the month 4.63 per cent fat. 
These records entitled her to the New Engiand champion. 
ship in the junior four-year-old class. 

When Marion Clover Blossom 3d freshened again as a 
five-year-old, she was not fitted for a 7-day record as her 
owners had decided to run her on long time test. For 
some reason she did not milk as heavily as she had either 
of the two preceding years, although her test was still 
well over 4 per cent for both 7- and 30-day periods. Al- 
though she did not milk as well as she had before, she 
averaged over 80 lbs.. of milk a day for the 30 days on 
official test, her figures for butter being 31.62 lbs. in 7 
days and 129.61 lbs. in 30 days. These figures, you will 
see, are smaller than either her four-year-old or her three- 
year-old figures, but they are worth quoting because they 
give her three 30-lb. records and also because they show 
how well she held out for the 30-day period in comparison 
with her 7-day record. She was continued on test for ten 
months semi-officially, her figures being only recently re- 
ported as 1035.76 lbs. of butter from 21,750.2 Ibs. of milk, 
with an average test for the year of 3.81 per cent. This 
is the first 1000-lb. record for the state of Maine. 

In addition to making these splendid records, Marion 
Clover Blossom 3d has dropped for her owners several 
valuable calves. One of them, Marion Beets Mercena, as 
a junior two-year-old took the state record away from 
her dam, with a production of 23.04 Ibs. of butter from 
529.7 lbs. of milk in 7 days and 97.22 lbs. of butter from 
2210.9 lbs. of milk in 30 days. Another of her offspring, 
a son, is in use as a junior herd sire at the Summit Farms. 


C. L. Blackman, Secretary of the New England States’ 
Association has called our attention to the lesson in this 
btory. Suppose they had never done any Advanced Reg- 
istry testing at Summit Farms. This New England cham- 
pion and one of the greatest producers of the breed would 
be known only as one of the good milkers of the herd. 
Her owners might realize perhaps that they had secured 
a good producer in the little $75.00 calf that her preeders 
did not see fit to keep, but they certainly would have no 
idea that they had a cow that was able to break the New 
England championship. She would probably never have 
been heard of outside of the immediate neighborhood, but 
for the A. R. O. test. Her son, as likely as not, would have 
been sent to the block or perhaps to head some grade 
herd. Her story is a striking example of the value of 
Advanced Registry work, and the same story can be told 
of many others of the great producers of the breed.

Gilpehere this farm is located, con- 
taining about 42 square miles. At the 
time of his purchase Mr. Gilpatrick 
expected to cut this land over in 
about 10 years and then leave what- 
ever buildings had been made £0 to 
decay. A little later it was decided 
to cut more conservatively and clear 
the land from stumps, as far as prac- 


ical. 

—~ 1914 the first purebred Holsteins 
were purchased and later the herd 
sire, King Walker Johanna Lad, was 
secured.

Whittier Pontiac Netherland 4th made 
1137.2 lbs. of butter in her yearly semi- 
official test. This gives her a lead of 
29 lbs. of butter over the highest pre- 
vious fouy-yeariold produqdtion ever 
made in the State of California. Dur- 
ing the year she was observed by 19 
different test supervisors from the 
State University and her milk has 
been officially weighed and tested by 
them. By reason of her excessive pro- 
duction the Holstein-Fresian Associa 
tion of America sent men to make veri- 
fication tests during six of the twelve 
months. 
The remarkable thing about this 
record is that she was not carried on 
the usual four time daily milking

tion she made a record of 28.75 Ibs. 
of butter. During the entire year she 
averaged over 21.8 lbs. of butter for 
each of the 52 consecutive weeks.

IXTY-E!GHT head of purebred 
G Histeins, including Lady Aaggie 

Ormsby of Rock, grand champion 
at the Pacific International Livestock 
show at Portland last fall, and two of 
her progeny, have been sold by F. R. 
Beals of Tillamook, state representa: 
tive and one of the largest breeders of 
Holsteins in Oregon, to the Carnation 
Stock Farms of Tolt, Wash., for a re- 
ported consideration of $45,000. The 
deal is understood to have been under 
consideration ever since George Bulk- 
ley, extension specialist for the Carna- 
tion Company, laid his eyes and his 
hands on Lady Aaggie in the show ring 
at the Oregon State fair last October, 
when he made her grand champion 
there. Carnation needed a show cow 
and Lady Aaggie would have turned 
the trick for them at St.Paul, as Judge 
W. S. Moscrip admitted at Portland, 
put there was difficulty in arriving at 
a price satisfactory to both parties and 
negotiations were temporarily off. Re- 
ports of offers for the cow ran all the 
way from $5000 to$15,000, but if Car- 
nation had wanted her $7500 worth 
they could have had her for the Na- 
tional. The sale is by far the largest 
of purebred cattle ever consummated 
in Tillamook county, and it includes 
besides Lady Aaggie a number of 
splendid producers which undoubtedly 
will be heard from at Tolt. Some of 
them are credited with 400 and 500 
pounds of butterfat during their first 
five months of lactation this winter, 
and of 30 tested, none failed to qualify 
as A. R. O. cows. Mr. Beals retains 
his “Bessie” bred herd sire and 
several of the bull’s daughters and 
granddaughters which give promise of 
doing well, and dispatches say that he 
has already begun to replenish his 
herd with animals purchased in Tilla- 
mook county and in the Willamette 
Valley, though he was reported to be 
selling from pressure of other work. 
He has a large grade herd at Pacific 
City, about 30 miles from Tillamook, 
as well as extensive real estate in- 
terests in that vicinity. Perhaps it’s a 
case of "once a breeder always a 
breeder.” Mr. Beals certainly has a 
Severe case of the “Bessie” fever!

A great many Holstein breeders 
are interested in the welfare of the 
Lewis-Pacific Dairymen’s association, 
which concluded 8% months’ success- 
ful operation December 31 and held a 
jubilation in connection with its an- 
nual meeting to celebrate the meeting 
of the first $10,000 installment of out- 
standing bonded indebtedness. The 
manager's report showed that from 
April 19 to the end of the year 23,370,- 
901 pounds of milk and 120,532 of 
cream were received; that the highest 
day’s receipts were 144,000 Ibs., and 
the lowest 53,000 and the average 95,- 
540; and that the lowest price paid for 
3.8 milk was $1.35, the highest $2 and 
the average $1.77. Butter, 915,000 
bounds; cheese, 187,000 and skimmilk 


powder, 1,087,000, brought in $447,- 
000 from sales, and markets are ex- 
tending weekly for Darigold products. 
Of the original 813 stockholders, 662 
are now shipping and only 29 have 
“bolted”—an action which they may 
regret since the decision in superior 
court that a permanent injunction lie 
against Price Frame, prominent con- 
tract violator against whom suit was 
brought to test the validity of the 
agreement. The case undoubtedly 
will go to the supreme court, but a 
similar ruling by the same judge in 
a cranberry growers’ case was sus- 
tained by the higher authority, and of- 
ficials of the association think they 
feel solid ground under their feet at 
last. President J. <A. Scollard de- 
clared that the United Dairy Asso- 
ciation of Washington, of which the 
Lewis-Pacific is a subsidary, had 
emerged from the worst business year 
in American history with an enviable 
record of success with the product of 
5,500 dairymen from whose ranks less 
than two per cent. deserted. Each of 
the Whatcom and Snohomis county 
associations turned out more than $1,- 
000,000 worth of products last year, he 
said. 
* 


Over in Spokane County, a _  six- 
month’s war between the producers of 
the Inland Empire Dairymen’s asso- 
ciation and the old established city 
distributors has terminated with the 
signing of a three-year contract under 
which the distributors will buy prac- 
tically all their supply from the asso- 
ciation, and the latter claims a sub- 
stantial victory. Early last summer 
the distributors refused to buy any 
more milk from dairymen who would 
not sever their connection with the 
association, and a co-operative milk 
handling station was hurriedly built. 
The price per quart was reduced to 10 
cents and an advertising campaign in- 
augurated to explain the dairymens’ 
position and induce the public ta pur- 
chase more directly from the producer. 
Seventy-five per cent. of the _ estab- 
lished distributors’ customers stayed 
with them, however, and the 10-cent 
price could not be maintained with 
fairness to the dariymen. It. went 
back to 13 cents, the last August fig- 
ure, and now the city officials are try 
ing to determine who is to blame for 
price-fixing.
